Indeed the 
analogy between fifty years ago-and to-day 
ig emarkable as can be further illustrated 
by quoting the words in which Hamley 
sums up the results of the Crimean cam- 
paign. ‘For a whole generation," he says, 
" the world continued to have the benefit of 
the war in the enforced quiescence of Rus- 
‘sia., Her wounds wete too deep to permit 
her during that time to attempt measures of 
aggression, of.to indulge a desire to distur 
‘the peace of the world, And this result 

raved thal the, point of aliack upon her 
Tied been.rightly and fortunately select- 
ed. The-small proportion of coast ‘linc’ 
she exposes to the descent of an in- 
vader, the immense distances: from the ex- 
tremities to the heart of the“Empire, the 
scarcity of roads, the rigours of the climate, 
all rendered the attack of- the Western 
Powers upon Russia, a nearly insoluble 
problem, But, on, the other hand, when 
once she had resolved to bring all her. re- 
sources und all her. might to bear on the

- HORSES FOR HONGKONG. 
& BIO CONSIGNMENT. 


Not many weeks since we printed a Reuter 
telegram in-our columns announcing that the | 
Japanese Government has ordered tan thousand 

poraes from Australia to be brought to Hong: 
kong and taken north. We now learn that one 
consignment is on tho way to this port and 
judging by the Australian papers some lively. 
scenes were, witsessed at Sydney early last 
month, says a writer.—It is not every day that 
1,000 horses'are shipped in one-boat at Sydney 
for export, as was the caso oh Friday, when 
the 4,000-ton steamer Virginia; belonging to 
Messrs, Houlder and Company, took this num- 
ber on board at Darling Island for Hongkong. 
Getting the animals aboard presented an anis 
mated picture, and some lively incidents were 
witnessed, : : “ie 

Outside a goods-shed, truck after truck con- 
taining horses was shutted to an opening, 
wheuce a temporary alley-way led to the mati 
deck of the vessel, = * 

As each truck came abreast of the alléy-way, 
the doors were thrown open and the horses 
driven out in a mob towards the vessel, If they 
jammed whilst ascending, drovers climbed up 
the outside of the alley-way, frabbing at trailing:

VESSELS LOST IN THE WAR. 
JAPAN STRONGER IN TONNAGE. 

An ‘official list, so far as details are yet 
recorded, af the ships, other than war vessels, 
detoyed during the war has just been received 
from Lokya, the latest mercantile “casualty " 
included being the British ship Qukizy, taken 
by the Japanese on January 18 Inst. Durio 
1904.Russia lost to Japan’ 13 vessels in ol 
chiefly during the early part of the year, the 
Makden, being captured on Febraary.6 and the 
Talia, Use last in the list, on April 13, In ade 
dition to these, Japan captured and confiscat- 
ed thiee British ships, the Veferan, Migretia, 
and King Arthur, trance losing the George 
and Germany the Mukping, In all, § steam- 
ships, including the British Asigfng and 
Hsivhan, were taken by Japan and released 
during the year #504, while the Nadegila an 
Bobrick, saling phips, were captured, 

Russia’s success on the sea during that. year 
included the sinking of three Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha vessels, af 6,000, 4,000, and 3,000 tons 
respectively, and the Majano ura-Afaru, of 
“1,000 tons, owned privately, four other craft of 
small tonnage, ani the privately owned Setsto 
Mayu, Innaddition to these, Japan, of course, 
lost the’ 17 vessels sunk ‘by themselves at the 
entrance to Port Arthur, the total of which is 
given as 3,2c8 tons. Notwithstanding these 
losses, Japan's energy has resulted in the ac- 
quisivion by- purchase abroad of 53 new 
steanlers and the building of five othes—io 
all, (44,258 (ons—so that during the war period 
her merchant navy shows a net increase of 
76,328 tons. ae) . :

To the Court—It was a matter of indifierence 
to him if he was discharged from the ship or 
not, He had been 13 years in the Company 
but now his health was not good, as he ha 
swollen feet and legs, 

His Worship asked it there was no way of set- 
(ling the case out of Court, or whether the Har- 
bour Masler could not deal with it—Mr,. Hays 
said it could not be settled, and they had seen 
the Harbour Master and he could not discharge 
the man. His Worship said the case must go ony 

Robert Dower, master, said that the defend- 
ant was chief officer, He remembered that

This Afternoon the trial trip took place of the 
new motor-boat, built hy Messrs W. S. Bailey 
and Co. to the order of Mr. (3, C. Moxon, sole 
agent in the East for these motors, with whom 
ia associated, asengincer, Mr. J. W. Kew, of the 
Steam Water oat Company; Ld. “This is the 
largest motor ever built in-the Far East, and 
the builders and all concerned are very well, 
satisfied with the result of their attest, 
. The steam launch Dailey left the Blake Pier 
at four o'clock tnking Mr. Moxbdn and his in- 
vited guests, consisting of Hon, My. Gershom 
Stewart, Messrs. W, R. Parr, Imperial Maritime 
Customs, A, E. Blinco, 1 Rodger, J. Mac- 
donald; J. \V. Lambert, W. Wilson, F. Sim- 
cock, A. Turner, L. Plummer, Captain F, God- 
dard, E, ©. ‘Murphy, J. W. Kew, and J, T. 
Douglas, and representatives of the Pr 
They proceeded ta- Messrs. W. S, Bailey's yard 
at Kowloon, and there transhipped to the 
motor boat, where there was room and to spare 
for‘all, for the beam was exceptional for a craft 
of her size, As the novel launch motored 
along the surface -of the harbour, Messrs. 
Moxon, ide! ed and Kew explained the work- 
ing of the ardner motor engines, and the 
the powers of the new boat were shown by 
driving her along at full speed, slowing down 
to half, then dea 
circling about variously to port and starboard, 
all of which evolutions were successfully gone 
through without a hitch, The trial completed 
satisfactorily, champagne was handed round, 
and ina happy speech the Hon, Mr, Gershom

the amazing Convention signed by Senhor 
Castello Branco, acting on behalf of the 
Portuguese Government, and ‘the Chinese 
na :

tion of a railway from Macao to Canton; and 
now that the Portuguese Parliament is sitting 
atid the question is before the country, it 
may not be out of place to consider some 
new aspects of the Convention which have 
appeared as the result ofa virulent news- 
paper controversy’ in Lisbon over the 
(alleged) Convention, and into which the 
Hongkong Telegraph has been dragged, In 
the first place, it should be borne in mind 
that this Convention now ’ before the Cortes 
is not the first of its kind. Shortly after the 
Boxer trouble Senhor Castello Branco was 
appointed to arrange with the Chinese 
Government the terms of the detimitation of 
Macao; and to secure a concession for the 
building of.a railway to connect Macao with 
Canton. ‘The idea ,was so commendable 
und seemed so simplethat nobody considered 
there would be the slightest difficulty in 
arriving at 4 satisfactory conclusion ; but that 
only showed how, they had failed to realise 


| the, bridliant jntapacity of Senhor Castello 


Branco, Whefthe Minister returned from 
China, and presented his wonderful Treaty to 
the Portuguese Government, it bristled with 
so-many blatant absurdities. that it was 
unanimously cast out, and’ the Government 
refused to ratify it at any, cost.

their long sleeves at the simplicity of the 
guileless and unsophisticated” Portuguese 
Minister, ‘This’ was not the. descendant 
of those old-time herocs who wrested 
kingdoms from all, parts of the world 
by force of the sword or by their agility 
of brain, Here was a Minister after 
one’s own: heart, who. saw, no — spots

THE' RRGISTRAR'S REPORT, -* 


Mr, Arathoon Seth, the Registrar of the Su- 
preme Court, tells of an interesting year’s work
